The obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection of the previous Office action is withdrawn in view of the terminal 
disclaimer.

Claims 25-27, 29, and 35-41 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art of record teaches single salts of HCA; i.e. either calcium HCA salts, or 
potassium HCA salts, or sodium HCA salts. The instant claims are distinguished 
from the prior art in that they recite mixed salts of HCA; i.e. calcium and 
potassium HCA salts. Further, applicants have shown unexpected results using 
the claimed salts; i.e. increased solubility, decreased hygroscopicity, and

negligible odor, taste, and color. Therefore, the claimed invention is novel and 
unobvious over the prior art of record.
